Borated Powders Safe 

Regarding Chatelaine’s article, Boracic 

I'he Enemy Lurking in Your Medicine 
Chest (June): Commercial baby powders 
containing boracic acid have been ab- 
solved of charges that they are harmful, 
in a new medical paper published in the 
July, 1954, issue of the American Medi- 
cal Association Journal of Diseases of 
Children 

The paper, based on findings from 
applications of borated baby powders to 
some eighty-five infants, was written by 
Doctors Alfred J. Vignee and Rose Ellis 
of the Department of Pediatrics of the 
New York Foundling Hospital. It states: 
"No cases of local or systemic toxicity 


have been reported from the 1 
standard baby powders, most of which 
contain boric acid in concentration up 


to five percent.” 


These findings are consistent with a 
January 30, 1954, statement by the U. S. 


Food and Drug Administration to the 


effect that it had “investigated the use 
of talcum powders prepared with five 
percent borie acid and finds there is 
no hazard in the use of these products.”

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Here’s a good “lesson” 
about ARTHRITIS... 


N' ARLY everyone knows the story of 


“The Wizard of Oz"’* ... and how 
Dorothy, the little girl in this tale, met a 


man made of tin. 


As the story goes, the Tin Woodman, 
after a year of exposure in the forest, could 
not move because his joints were badly 
rusted. So, Dorothy oiled his joints. There- 
after, the Tin Woodman was able to jour- 
ney with Dorothy to see the wonderful 
Wizard of Oz. 

In a way, this fable points up some im- 
portant facts about the joints of the human 
body and the disease that often affects 
them—arthritis. Like the joints of the tin 
man, the body’s joints can also “rust” or 
become stiff over the years. However, with 
proper medical care, they can usually be 
kept flexible and workable in most cases 
despite arthritis. 


The most common type of arthritis ... 
called osteoarthritis . . . occurs in middle 
age and later life, probably because of wear 
and tear on the joints. While it usually does 
not lead to severe crippling, it may cause 
varying degrees of disability. Consequently, 
recurring aches and pains in and about any 
joint . . . as well as tenderness and stiffness 
should never be dismissed 
as “‘a touch of rheumatism.”

The second most common form of ar- 
thritis occurs most c.ten in younger people, 





Known as rheumatoid arthritis, it is a seri- 
ous disorder that may involve all the joints. 
It can also be controlled in many cases 
when proper treatment is started early. 


There is as yet nocure for either osteo or 
rheumatoid arthritis. Doctors, however, 
have many effective treatments for reliev- 
ing pain and restoring joint function. 
Greater gains against arthritis will un- 
doubtedly be made as new methods of 
therapy are perfected. 

Meantime, there are some safeguards 
that all of us can take to lessen the chances 
of developing arthritis or to control arthri- 
tis if it does occur. Among such precau- 
tionary measures are—keeping your weight 
down; maintaining good posture; getting 
enough rest and sleep and having periodic 
health and dental examinations. 


To control arthritis, see your doctor 
promptly whenever persistent symptoms 
occur in any joint, or when you feel “run 
down.” Give him your complete cooperation 
and always rely on the individualized treat- 
ment he prescribes. So-called “sure cures” 


generally provide only temporary relief. 


Today, when proper treatment is con- 
tinued persistently, at least 70 percent of 
all arthritis patients are spared serious 
disability and returned to reasonably good 
health.

is no suggestion, even from Dior, that the lathlike figure of thirty years ag 


will again be in stvle. The new clothes were photographed for you at the 
showings by Chatelaine’s Desmond Russell and his pictures appear on 


these pages. 

This summer, as before, I went not only to Paris but to the showings 
in Rome which continues to make an important place for itself in the world 
of couture. In addition. | went to London to get an interesting fashion stor, 
of a different kind that I shall tell vou about in an early issue of Chatelaine 

But this is the story of Collection Week. as it is called. in Rome and 
then in Paris. This is the story of a week of tension, intrigue and suspenst 
when famous designers gamble their reputations and their fortunes on the 
line of a skirt or the fold of a handful of rich material. This is tougher than 
inv opening on Broadway for the top fashion writers of the world are 
hvpereritical audience. 

Chis is also the story of what goes-on behind the scenes in the eleganth 
draped salons and the story of the gay parties that are held during this wee 
that attracts celebrities from the world’s capitals 

\s for the clothes themselves. it il be a while. of course, before thes 
styles make their full impact felt on the market where most of us buy ou 
clothes. But make their mark they will. certainly not in the high fashion form 
in which they were recently revealed in Paris and Rome. but in the trends. 
the little touches and the big themes established there 

It has never ceased to amaze me-—and amuse me—how the designers. 
for all their armed guards and ecards of identity which make their thresholds 
harder to cross than the Iron Curtain borders. finally present collections all 
pretty much dominated by the same silhouette. The answer is. of course. that 
in this highly competitive business they must know what the other has up his 
rolled-up sleeve and they do, in one way or another, find out. 

Sut right up to the last moment the secrets and swapped-secrets are 
protected from outsiders. So, long before I bought my airline ticket I had 
written for my credentials to the Chambre Syndicale de la Couture Parisienn 
in Paris, enclosing passport photos to be affixed to my identity cards and a 
solemn document signed by my editor saying that | was really who I said | 
was. The result of all these preparations, together with the pulling of a few 
strings when I did get to these fashion capitals, was that Chatelaine saw the 
top shows on the first day, took pictures at the earliest possible moment and 
was able to fly these back to Canada just in time for this fall fashion issue.

Continued from page 16 Toronto, I had been supplied with a schedule of 
events in both Rome and Paris and it was to Rome that I was going first, by 
way of Montreal, Gander and thataway—eighteen hours by air across the 
Atlantic. 

In Montreal, surrounded by people talking French, drinking wine and 
eating delicious Continental food, I felt that we were in Europe already. 
We touched down at Paris and in the airport waiting room I ran into two old 
friends, magazine fashion editors, whom I hadn't seen for some time and 
who were just returning from the Irish collections.

7 Ot PROBABLY know someone like 
Jane Martin. Married to a successful 
young businessman, mother of two attractive 
children, Jane lives in a new. bungalow in a 
pleasant neighborhood. If you met her, you 
would call her a happy homemaker and a 
sood wile. 

But you'd be wrong. 

For Jane has acquired a habit that is turn- 
ing her marriage into a tug of war. Whenever 
she must make a decision or settle a problem 
she turns to a girl friend from high-school 
days, Marion Phelps, and follows her advice. 
When she and her husband Bob have a mild 
disagreement, she repeats every detail of the 
squabble to Marion. By the time the tale is 
told Marion has passed judgment. the spat is 
High Tragedy. Jane aw ronged write, and Bob 
is in the doghouse for a week. 

There are wives-—-vou have met them 
who cant seem to get through a day without 
turning to one or more women friends for 
support and direction. This utterly cockeyed 
idea of friendship puts a fierce handicap on 
wedlock and it can turn the most long- 
suffering husband into a man who loves his 
wife, but 

The girl friend is a danger signal, a clear 
alarm that the marriage is sick and in need of 
loving attention——but it is a signal that often 
Lots unheeded. 

Talking about the Other Woman with a 
number of people experienc ed with marriage 
problems ministers, psychiatrists, sociol- 
ogists and marriage counselors--I learned 


that authorities are well aware of the strain 


and discord that build up when the wife 
insists on turning her marriage into a three- 
some. But the important news is that the 
experts are beginning to understand what the 
real trouble is when Jane insists on clinging 
to Marion after marriage, and they offer 
sound advice on what can be done about the 
problem. 

Che girl friend, | learned, is the result 
of a condition, not the cause. And _ that 
underlying, all-important condition may be 
anything from housewife-itis to a deep 
personality maladjustment.

your soil is heavy (that is, clayey), one 
part sand. Never use fresh manure as 
t will “burn” your bulbs but, if you 
feel like fussing, sift in some bonemeal 
in the rough proportion of three heaping 
trowelfuls to a bushel of potting soil. 
I do this to keep my bulbs in the pink 
for planting outside in the garden the 
following year. 

Into the pots then with this enticing 
mixture and settle your bulbs into it 
with their noses just showing—as many 
in each pot as can be comfortably 
covered with plenty of room for roots. 
Water them thoroughly and set the pots

newspaper as long as you do not exclude 
the air. Opinions differ as to whether 
“cool” means freezing or not, so probab- 
ly it doesn’t matter. The point is that 
warmth will encourage your bulbs to 
sprout before they are properly rooted 
and that is almost certainly fatal. 
What you are doing when you thus 
“force” bulbs is to create for them 
artificially the natural sequence of 
conditions under which they produce 
You plant them 
iow while they are dormant, as you do 


your bulbs outdoors, but instead of 


their lovely lowers, 


r 


leaving them to send down their roots 


gradually into the cold earth during the 
long winter n gehts, you provide constant 
coolness and perpetual night SO that 
their roots are continually growing. 


Check them every week to make sure 


the earth is as moist as it would be 
outdoors but otherwise leave them 
severely alone until they have sent 
ip at least an inch and a half of pale 
sprout, Then, and only then this is 


where the patience comes in—the proud 


moment has arrived when you decide 


whether to bi ny them out of ““winte "oii 
nto “spring” or hold them till later. 
Of course you won't be able to resist 
bringing out one or two pots but do 
not rush them into the sunlight—treat 
them gently as nature does, Stand them 
first in a shadowy corner of the cellar 
or a cool room and, as an added precau- 
tion against too sudden (and therefore 
spindly) growth, cover your hyacinths 
ind tulips vith a flowerpot or clay 
auce he flowel bud tsell has 
cleared the neck of the bulb.
